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Note. The "Annual Index" published by the undersigned, 
while it includes nearly all american and german literary 
periodicals, and several british (Belgravia, English, Gentle- 
man's, Longman's, Macmillan's, etc.), has not been able (tho 
this is much wished by the compiler) to include the quar- 
terly and monthly reviews, etc. Such a work, covering the 
time since the appearance of "Poole's Index" is much needed, 
and as the publication of the supplement to that work, an- 
nounced by Mr. Poole, is indefinitely postponed, the compiler 
hopes his work wil be found useful. 

He specially hopes it may come into general use for a time, 
however soon it may be thrown aside in favor of a better work, 
in order that the system of indexing periodicals here used (for 
the first time, he believes), may be fairly tested. Tho the plan 
would not work when the contents of a large number of journals 
is to be indexed in detail, as in the "Annual Index," the 
compiler thinks it will be found convenient when the number is 
small. It not only has the merit of telling at a glance the date 
at which an article appeared, but also the advantage of giving 
the names of authors in alphabetical order, with a reference to 
each of their signed articles, — a feature which is not attempted 
in " Poole", and which often affords a much easier way of find- 
ing a particular article than hunting for it in a subject index. 
Nor is the advantage of giving the author with the subject entry 
thereby sacrificed.
